He 
will attend a meeting of the 
five-power Baghdad pact at 
Ankara, Turkey, next week. He 
will be an observer there, and 
not an official participant, 
since the United States is not 
a member.

In a statement on his talk 
with Mr. Eisenhower, Dulles 
said: 

“The President has author- 
ized me to express the deep 
concern of the United States 
for the security and economic 
development of this part of the 
free world (the Middle East), 
and our constant and unwaver- 
ing support for the principles 
of collective security symbol- 
ized by the Baghdad Pact. 


“The United States is fully |

COLUMBIA, Mo., Jan. 22

PARIS, Jan. 22 (AP)—French 
Foreign Minister Christian 
Pineau today told the National 
Assembly that the government 
has little choice but to accept 
American offers of intermedi- 
ate range nuclear missile

soil. 

Pineau emphasized that no 
agreement had been concluded 
yet. He spoke in a three-day 
foreign affairs debate. 

Premier Gaillard is expected 
to address the Assembly later. 
The debate is not expected to 
put the government in any 
difficulty. 

Pineau declared that the 
government could not let “those 
persons accomplish their pur- 
pose who would sabotage 
French defense by psycho- 
logical means.” 

Communists Protest.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 22 
\UP)— About 4000 names of 
persons who have failed to pay 
their state income taxes will 


be sent to the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office in the next few 
days, Milton Carpenter, state 
director of revenue, said today. 


It will be the first batch 
from 25,000 delinquencies 
turned up in a pilot study by 
the Department of Revenue last 
year 

The Missouri League of 
Women Voters has sent a let- 
ter to Attorney General John 
M. Dalton asking what action 
he would take against evaders 
of state income taxes. The 
League cited a speech of Car- 
penter’s last October in which 
he reportedly had said he was 
certifying about 21,000 names 
to the Attorney General's de- 
partment 

Carpenter Explains. 


Carpenter said yesterday he 
had been misquoted. The pilot 
study had unearthed 25.000 
persons who apparently had 
not paid their state income tax, 
he said 


Of those, some 4000 either 
paid when they were notified 
of the department's findings 
or told the department they 
had paid under a slightly dif- 
ferent name than that listed 
on their employers’ rolls. 


Carpenter said the remaining 
persons were notified by regis- 
tered letter that they would be 


_certified to the Attorney Gen- 


eral’s office if they did not an- 


swer in 30 days. That took 
about two months, Carpenter 
said 


The 30 days for those who 
did not answer had expired 
only recently, he continued. 
Thus the first group of certi- 
fications has not gone out, he 
said 


$500,000 Recovered. 


As a result of the pilot study 
of 150,000 persons and addi- 
tional studies that have 
brought the total to about 300,- 
000 more thon $500,000 has 
been recovered for the state, 
Carpenter said. 

Penalty for failure to pay 
state income tax is a $1000 
fine, one year in jail or both.

3. A showing by unions 
that members have the right 
to vote directly on their of- 
ficers at intervals of not 
more than four years . by 
secret ballot or through dele- 
gate bodies elected by secret 
vote. 

4. A requirement, that em- 
ployers report to the depart- 
ment annually, as a check on 
kickbacks, collusion * and 
bribes, any payments to 
union representatives - 
ly or through a third party. 

5. A new bribery section 
for the United States crimi- 
nal code making it a felony 
for employers or employer 
representatives or union of- 
ficials or their representa- 
tives to make or receive pay- 
ments to influence the ac- 
tions of either. 

6. Prosecution, not now 
authorized hy federal law, 
for embezzlement of welfare 
or general union funds. 

7. Removal of tax exempt 
status—along with jail terms 
and fines for individual vio- 
lators—of unions which dis- 
regard the reporting require- 
ments or file false  state- 
ments. 

For Taft Act Revision. 
Aside from these disclosure 

requirements, the President 
will repeat his 1954 recom- 
-mendation to Congress that 
the Taft-Hartley Act be 
changed so that concerted un- 


ion activity against employers 
| performing farmed-out struck 


work should not be considered 
an illegal secondary boycott. 
However, the President will 


propose a prohibition against’ 


a secondary boycott if it co- 
‘erces an employer directly ‘or 
induces individual employes in 
the course of their employment 
to refuse to perform services 
in order to coerce an employer 
to cease doing business with 
others. 

This provision will strike di- 
rectly at the so-called “hot 
cargo” clause as typified in 
many Teamsters union con-

nother touchy aspect of the 
Presidenit’s program will be its 
invitation to to make 
it an unfair labor practice for 
a labor organization to coerce, 
through picketing or other de- 
vices,‘an employer to bargain 
or sign a contract where there 
is a showing that the employes 
do not want to be represented 
by the picketing union or 
where the employer already is 
under contract with another 
union. This is known in labor 
circles as “‘organizational pick- 
eting.”’ 

Strike-Breaker Clause. 

The President will recom- 
mend one Taft-Hartley change 
for which labor has been bat- 
tling for 10 years. He will ask 
Congress to eliminate from the 
nation’s basic labor law the 
provision under which strike- 
breakers may be brought into 
a struck plant and, after a few 
months, conduct a vote among 
themselves, with the strikers 
barred, to end the strike and 
terminate the union’s bargain- 
ing rights.

DOCTOR DISCUSSES NEW 
DRUG FOR HYPERTENSION 


A newly developed drug 
called chilorothiazide is an im- 
portant forward step in the 
treatment of high blood pres- 
sure, Dr. Edward D. Freis, as- 
sociate professor of medicine 
at Georgetown University 
School of Medicine, Washing- 
ton D.C., said here last night. 

Dr. Freis, who is chief of 
medical service at Mount Alto 
Veterans Hospttal in Washing- 
ton, discussed the practical 
management of hypertension, 
or high blood pressure, at a 
meeting of the St. Louis Med- 
ical Society, 3839 Lindell 
boulevard. . 

In the last six years, Dr. 
Freis said, a series of new 
chemical agents for combating 
high blood pressure have ap- 
peared. These include gan- 
glionic blocking drugs, the 
Rauwolfia drugs, and hydrala- 
zine. Discovery of chlorothia- 
zide was announced in Boston 
last fall.

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Ticket for the Railroads 


Some of the major lines of an acceptable 
policy to bring the railroads out of the doldrums 
are beginning to emerge from the hearings of a 
Senate Interstate and Foreign Commerce sub- 
committee: 

1, 

It seems evident that the railroads are inequit- 
ably treated when two of their main competitors, 
the truckers and the barge lines, are less com- 
pletely regulated than they. We do not think 
the answer is to let down the bars to the rail- 
roads, as they are suggesting. Equal treatment 
should be achieved by tightening up the regula- 
tion of truck and barge lines, particularly to see 
that common carriers do not escape regulation 
under the guise of private carriers. 

2. 

Railroads ought to be allowed to adopt a real- 
istic view toward passenger service. The rail- 
road which fights for passenger business by 
offering better service is to be admired, but 
for some passenger lines the economic justifica- 
tion has vanished. These should be abandoned. 

Applications to discontinue passenger service 
are passed on by state regulatory commissions 
even when the service crosses state lines. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission takes juris- 
diction only when the railroad proposes to dis- 
pose of all its assets or abandon all operations 
along a route, freight as well as passenger. 

It is unfortunate that the state commissions 
are the ones to decide. They are most vulner- 
able to local pressures. It would, we believe, 
be an improvement if jurisdiction over all appli- 
cations to discontinue service were vested in the 
ICC, as has been proposed in the hearings. 

3. 

There will have to be mergers of many major 
railroads, or measures of co-operation which will 
bring about efficiencies similar to those of mer- 
ger, or a combination of these two courses. 

Encouragement of more co-operative function- 
ing should be the first line of approach. Reail- 
roads should be permitted to merge when it ean 
be shown that (1) there will be no restraint of 
trade, (2) operating efficiencies will result, and 
(3) these efficiencies could not have been 
brought about by measures short of merger. 

4. 

More money is needed by the railroads. Mort- 
gages on equipment have become almost the 
only means by which they can raise funds. Re- 
serves in cash and short-term investments have 
shrunk from the equivalent of 24 weeks’ payrolls 
on the average 11 years ago to 14 weeks’ pay- 
rolis on the average now. 

Several ideas for relieving the money strin- 
gency have been advanced, of which the princl- 
pal ones are: 

(1) Revive the Reconstruction Finance Corp. 
(2) Let the Government buy equipment and 
lease it to the railroads. (3) Permit the roads 
to allocate a certain amount of their income be- 
fore taxes for capital outlays or debt retirement. 
(4) Reduce the depreciation spans for facilities 
and equipment, perhaps by applying the princi- 
ple of accelerated tax amortization. 

These and other measures of financial relief 
deserve further consideration to determine which 
of them, singly or in combination, seems best.

Perhaps still further specific points of a pro 
gram will take clear shape as Senator Smathers 
of Florida and his colleagues on the subcommit- 
tee continue their inquiry. Solemn warnings 
have been sounded at the hearings that the ma- 
laise now principally affecting the eastern rail- 
roads is destined to spread west and south if 
allowed to. continue unchecked. The legislative 
watchword should be to move into action as rap- 
idly as measures can be proved out to be in both 
the public and the railroad interests.

Commenting on the Post-Dispatch’s series of 
articles on the plight of the University of Missou- 
ri, Gov. Blair said: 


, We must have the money before anything 
ean be done. All the departments want 
more funds and we have given the problem 
much study in the preparation of the budget. 


Gov. Blair is right. Not only the higher edu- 
cational institutions, but the welfaré institutions, 
correctional, penal, health and charitable, need 
to be better provided for. And the money does 
have to come from somewhere. 

One source it can come from is the Missouri 
citizen who ought to be a state income taxpayer 
but who is instead a state tax dodger. Just two 
years ago T. R. Allen, supervisor of the State 
Income Tax Unit at Jefferson City, disclosed 
that more than 50,000 eligible Missourians were 
failing to file a state income tax return. 

On the heels of an inquiry by the Missouri 
League of Women Voters, State Revenue Direc- 
tor Carpenter now says that he will, in the next 
few days, certify to Attorney General Dalton 
about 4000 names of persons who failed to pay 
state income taxes. This will be the first in- 
stallment of a total of some 25,000 delinquencies 
brought to light in a pilot study conducted by 
the State last year. 

If the state income tax were withheld from 
pay checks just as employers withhold federal 
taxes, most of this scandalous tax dodging would 
be knocked out forthwith. Meanwhile the state 
ought to wage war on the tax dodgers.

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A Fig for the People 

Secretary Dulles and his admirers appear to 
be convinced that he scored a great triumph 
with hit speech to the National Press Club in 
Washington, and can now go ahead mishandling 
American foreign policy without fear of further 
criticism. | 

That Mr. Dulles is a shrewd and skillful advo- 
cate, never shrewder-or more skillful than in de- 
fending himself, canbe cheerfully granted. But 
a very large part of his skill consists of a talent 
for obfuscation, for diverting attention and con- 
fusing issues. He is great at throwing sand in 
people's eyes. 

Thus in answering questions after his Press 
Club speech Mr. Dulles took occasion to meet 
the criticism that our allies have lost confidence 
in him and his policies. He said: 

I would say, to try to be as candid as pos- 
sible, that the United States stands higher 
than ever before with the governments of 
the free world countries. I cannot say the 
same as regards public opinion, where I 
think public opinion may perhaps have been 
somewhat misied. . . . We do not run the 
foreign policy of the United States with a 
view to winning a popularity contest... . 

I prefer being respected to being popular. 

That statement has a fine ring to it, but on 
close examination turns out to be as devastating 
a criticism of the Dulles foreign policy as any- 
body has made. He is admitting that. though he 
stands high with free world governments (which 
are subject to powerful pressure from Wash- 
ington), he has no standing with the people 
they govern. But this is not a virtue, as Mr. 
Dulles tries to make it out by equating unpopu- 
larity with being respected. Rather it is a well- 
nigh fatal handicap for an American Secretary 
of State. 

The masses of the people whom Mr. Dulles 
brushes off with such ducal hauteur are in fact 
the source of the next governments of Europe; 
and in Britain, France and West Germany the 
present governments are sure to undergo drastic 
change if not overturn within the next few 
years. When Mr. Dulles snaps his finger at the 
opinion of the people of these countries, he is 
inviting them to place in office governments 
that will repudiate American leadership. And 
that, we fear, is exactly what is likely to hap- 
pen if Mr. Dulles continues’ to dominate our 
foreign policy. 
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No Miracles in the Showcase 

Threats arising from Guatemala’s presidential 
election are poor goods to display in that “show- 
case of democracy” which the United States 
hoped Guatemala would become. 

Supporters of rightist Gen. Miguel Ydigoras 
Fuentes, who failed to poli a clear majority in 
Sunday's election, warn of civil war if the Con- 
gress does not finally choose their man instead 
of his Government or left-wing opponents. In 
October, the Ydigoras party inspired riots which 
forced the annulment of an earlier election. In 
that case the Government had supported a weak 
eandidate and had outlawed the party of the left. 

Blame for the threat to substitute force for 
the democratic process may be widely shared 
in Guatemala. For the United States, there is 
a small lesson in the situation. This country has 
poured money and advice into Guatemala since 
the late President Castillo Armas overthrew a 
pro-Communist regime. The hope was to make 
a democratic showcase of a land marked by iso- 
lation, illiteracy and primitive economics. 

Despite the unquestionable economic progress 
of Guatemala, it should be clear now that the 
task of building democratic political systems— 
and convictions—may bé measured in decades. 
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‘Until the Job Is Done’ 

Some measure of reassurance is to be had 
from President Eisenhower's pledge at Chicago 
that he will “participate personally, until the 
job is done, in a prompt and effective moderni- 
zation” of the Defense Department. These words 
give reason to hope that he is going to be more 
than just a chairman of the board. 

It had been taken for granted after his State 
of the Union address that President Eisenhower 
would assume the major role in the reorganiza- 
tion, but six days later at his news conference 
he about-faced, indicating the job would be left 
to the Pentagon and Congress. No doubt the 
expressions of dismay and concern that ensued 
caused him to modify his attitude. 

Secretary of Defense McElroy, with his six 
consultants, including Gen. Omar Bradley and 
Adm, Arthur Radford, apparently means busi- 
ness. He says the work will “proceed under 
forced draft.” 

But strong, active and continuous leadership 
by the President is indispensable if such an 
entrenched foe as the military bureaucracy is to 
be tamed at last. We hope he will not again 
walk away from that flung-down gauntlet of his. 
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Reuther’s Latest Proposal 

Preliminary to their bargainings, Walter P. 
Reuther of the United Auto Workers and the 
car manufacturers generally put on an act which 
resembles that of Mr. Bulganin and Mr. Dulles. 
Reuther makes a proposal, usually a novel one, 
and the auto makers say “No.” But unlike the 
diplomats, Reuther often gets what he wants, 
perhaps restyled a bit. 

In 1948 he asked for productivity raises and 
an escalator clause under which wages would be 
tied to the cost of living. He got the escalator 
clause. In 1950 he asked for a five-year contract, 
and got it. In 1955 he asked for a guaranteed 
wage and got it, in part, in the form of company 
payments which supplement unemployment com- 
pensation. He has not achieved all his goals, but 
his score is high. 

Now he is proposing a split of profits beyond 
10 per cent of a company's net capital. Half 
would go to the company, a quarter to the em- 
ployes, and the other quarter to car buyers. 
Again the Detroit employers have said “No.” 

Reuther may have a bit of trouble selling his 
latest plan to the members of the UAW who 
gather in convention this week. Many of them 
have their hearts set on a shorter work week— 
plus higher pay, of course. And simce some work 
for companies with somewhat dim profit pros- 
pects, they may be reluctant to accept the latest 
Reuther plan. 

There is nothing new about profit-sharing, of 
course. But such plans almost always are man- 
agement plans, not subject to bargaining. Under-

In laboratories all over the world, 
scientists are working on projects to 
rocket instruments—and even men-— 
to the moon. 

Scientists already know what the 
first space men will find when they 
get there—a dead, silent desert in a 
vacuum. , 

The moon is dry and dusty. There 
are no clouds and no rain, no creeks 
or rivers. The surface of the planet 
is bare; it grows no grass or trees, not 
even the lichens that survive upon 
icy, rocky summits on the earth. 
There are no animals on the moon, 
and no men. 

Soil, as it is known on the earth, 
does not exist on the moon. The 
rough, craggy surface is of rock— 
probably granite and basalt thrown 
off the molten crust of the earth 
millions of years ago. 

The rock is covered with dust from 
rains of meteors, most of them about 
the size of grains of sand. The me- 
teors strike at a speed many times 
that of a rifle bullet. What these 
“cosmic bullets” would do to a man— 
even with a space suit to protect him 
—is a mystery. 

For all practical purposes, the moon 
has no atmosphere at all. The loudest 
shout makes no sound. Explorers of 
the moon will be able to talk to each 
other only in an artificial: atmosphere. 

Day and night are each about two 
earth weeks long. Exposure to the 
sun during the long day drives sur- 
face temperatures to 200 degrees 
Fahrenheit. And, in the long night, 
temperatures slide to 200 degrees be- 
low zero. 

The moon, a satellite of the earth, 
is only 239,000 miles away, much 
closer than the nearest planet. 

Closest planet to the earth is Venus, 
which swings within 26,000,000 milés 
at times. Nearest approach of Mars, 
the second planet, is 35,000,000 miles. 
It is Mars, however, rather than the 
nearer Venus, the scientists believe, 


‘which will be the first planet to be a 


target of a man-made vehicle. 

Enough now is known about Mars 
so that a recognized authority, Dr. W. 
E. Finsen, is able to say living condi- 
tions there are “as if the Sahara des- 
ert were transplanted to the earth's 
North Pole and elevated to 56,000 
feet.” 

Water is rare on Mars, but it does 
exist. Most of the time it is frozen. 
High clouds of ice crystals form in 
the atmosphere and settle on the 
Martian poles in “snowcaps” that ap- 
pear to be only a few inches thick. 

During the Martian “summer” the 
snowcaps disappear and water be- 
comes available for plants to use. 
Then, observers at powerful tele- 
scopes see huge patches of lichen- 
like vegetation spread across the face 
of the red planet. Laboratory experi- 


ments: show that bacteria can live in 
Martian conditions, but no trace of 
other life can be found. 

Mars is cold—at times the temper- 
ature goes 200 degrees below zero— 
because of its distance from the sun, 
an average distance of 142,000,000 
miles, compared with 93,000,000 for 
the earth. 

Venus is much closer to the sun 
than Mars is, even closer than the 
earth. The much greater heat it re- 
ceives appears to be responsible for 
the mystery that shrouds the planet. 

The surface of Venus cannot be 
seen, because it is always covered 
with clouds that appear to be several

miles thick. Recent explorations with 


radio telescopes, which pierce the 
clouds, suggest the surface is more 
than twice as hot as that of the earth, 
and is covered with water. Evapora- 
tion would produce the tremendous 
clouds. Under the clouds, Venus is 
a dark planet, almost certainly darker 
than the dingy shade produced by the 
blackest thundercloud on earth. 


The existence of life on Venus is 
regarded by many scientists as high- 
ly probable. But what kind of life is 
a matter of speculation. Conditions 
on the planet may be like those on 
earth millions of years ago, when 
life was developing in oceans that 
covered a much greater part of the 
world’s surface than they do now. 

What seems certain about both 
Mars and Venus, as well as the moon, 
is that no being similar to man has 
yet developed upon them. Man will 
be alone, if and when he departs upon 
travels away from the earth.

Burnside’s One Battle

Since the fall of Fort Sumter Abra- 
ham Lincoln had been seeking a 
general o would lead the Union 
armies to victory. McDowell had 
been relieved after the first engage- 
ment at Manassas. McClellan demon- 
strated great capacity.for organiza- 
tion but shrank from the test of bat- 
tle. Pope tried and failed at the 
second Manassas. McClellan then got 
another chance but his deliberate, if 
not dilatory, movements after Antie- 
tam again exasperated the President. 
In the fall of 1862 Lincoln's choice 
fell on Ambrose E. Burnside. 


Major General Burnside was a 
man of character and integrity, with 
a charming personality. He was a 
graduate of West Point and had been 
a loyal, if somewhat slow moving, 
corps commander under McClellan. 
But he distrusted his own abilities for 
command and this distrust was shared 
by the army he was to lead. 

. + 


As Commanding General of the 
Army of the Potomac, Burnside fought 
one battle. In mid-December he at- 
tacked the well-placed Confederate 
forces on the heights above Fred- 
ericksburg. It was the most poorly 
conceived, badly led and inconclusive 
major action of the war. From the 
Union standpoint the only satisfac- 
tion was that a chagrined Lee, who 
seldom failed to take full advantage 
of his opponent's mistakes, believed 
after the Union forces had recoiled 
back across the Rappahannock that 
he had missed a golden opportunity 
not only to defeat the army but to 
inflict a crushing blow on the North. 

It is not surprising that, even with 
the great number of writers who have 
been drawn to study the Civil War, 
the sterile Fredericksburg campaign 
has to a considerable extent been 
neglected. General Stackpole in this, 
his second volume of battle studies 
(the first was “They Met at Gettys- 
burg”) gives a complete and well doc- 
umented account of the movements 
of the opposing armies from late 
October 1862, when McClellan tardily 
followed Lee south across the Po- 
tomac, to late January 1863 when 
Burnside was relieved of command.

During this period of three months 
the Army of the Potomac endured 
untold physical suffering, death, and 
deep humiliation. The gains were 
less than in any similar period. This 
was not the fault of the rank and 
file who gave all and more than could 
reasonably have been expected of 
them. The single cause was the in- 
competence of the higher command. 
The war was to drag on for more 
than two years more because Lincoln 
had not yet found a Grant.

He has rejected in | 
the sharpest terms assertions | 
that he was the powerful head | 
of a palace guard that often | 
exercised presidential powers.

Bradshaw later was a wit- 
ness against Kenneth W. Con- 
nor, Kirkwood business man, 
charged with attempting to 
bribe Taylor and Marquitz not 
to testify against Bradshaw in 
return for information from 
Bradshaw about the Kirkwood 
police department. Connor was 
acquitted of the charge. 


U.S. AIRMAN FOUND 
GUILTY IN DEATH 
OF GREEK HERO 


ATHENS, Jan. 22 (UP)—Air- 
man Marion Musil of Ben- 
wood, W. Va., has been ordered 
to pay $650 in fines and dam- 
ages for killink Greek war hero 
Stephanos Saraphis, a leftist 
member of Parliament, and in- 
juring his wife in a highway 
accident. 

A Greek court fined Musilli 
$50 in lieu of two unexpired 
months of a 10-month jail sen- 
tence—and ordered him to pay 
$600 damages to Mrs. Saraphis. 
He spent eight months in jail 
awaiting trial. 

Representative Arch A. 
Moore (Rep.), West Virginia, 
who had challenged Greece's 
right to try Musilli, said he had 
no fault to find with the trial. 
Moore, who flew here to ob- 
serve the proceedings, said: “I 
think he had a very fair trial.” 

Musilli was driving near the 
air base when he hit the Sara- 

P phises last May 30. He told 
the court they stepped into the 
path of the automobile. The 
court found him guilty of negli- 
gence. Traffic cases such as 
Musilli’s usually are dealt with 
by United States courts-mar- 
tial, although Greece has the 
right under an agreement to 
try Americans for off-duty, 

off-base offenses.

_ | 2032 Head Shaves 
For Star of Play

JOSEPH SCHILDKRAUT claims to be “the only 
human being alive with 5 o'clock shadow on the top of 
the head.” This state of affairs has come about because 
Schildkraut is an actor down to his fingertips and up to 
the top of his shiny dome, and in order to achieve realism 
in his present role, he must have the center portion of 
his luxuriant black hair shaved off twice a day. 


“My wife does it with a special electric razor,” he ex- 
'¥ plained, rubbing the top of his head which was (at 1 p.m.) 
; beginning to have a shadewy look. “It no longer feels like 
chopped beefsteak as it did at first.” 


Now at the American Theater, Schildkraut will give 
his 1016th performance tonight as Otto Frank in “The 
Diary of Anne Frank,” which means 2032 close shaves. 
However, more than hair styling and makeup are respon- 
‘sible for the actor’s startling resemblance to the father 
of the girl who wrote the touching account of a Jewish 
family in Amsterdam in hiding from the Nazis. 


“Physical resemblance did enter in to the 
casting,” Schildkraut said. “When Garson Kanin, 
our director who is really the star of the show, 
went to Amsterdam to prepare for the play, his 
first meeting with Otto Frank was in « dimly 
lighted corner of a hotel bar. As Frank walked 
toward him, Kanin was struck with the thought, 
‘Why that’s Joe Schildkraut without his hair and 
mustache.’” ‘ 


Schildkraut set about to intensify this resemblance, 
not only by patterning himself after pictures of Frank but 
by learning as much as he could about him through an 
exchange of 90 letters. The result, he said triumphantly, 
is that “I look like him as one egg looks like another.” 


FRANK, ONLY MEMBER of his family to escape from 
concentration camp, is now in this country on business and 
the two hope to meet before very long. 


“When I was in Chicago and he was in New York, 
we spoke on long distance phone.” said Schildkraut, “and 
after a few minutes he burst out, ‘Good God, you even 
talk like me.’” 


Schildkraut, son of a famous Viennese actor, came 
to this country in the 1920s and has appeared in many 
successful plays since his first hit, “Liliom,” but he con- 
siders this current role the crowning achievement of his 
career. 


Besides winning the Pulitzer Prize and New York 
Critics Award for the best play of 1955-56, “Anne Frank” 
has won for Schildkraut ‘half a dozen citations for his

performance. It is currently being played in 20 countries. 
including Iceland and Albania, and has been Western 
Germany's greatest postwar hit, playing in 98 theaters 
there. 

We remarked that many people while acknowledging 
its excellence, say, “i wouldn't want to see anything so sad.” 


“Many people have said that to me.” Schild- 
kraut nodded, “but after seeing it they’ve come 
back and said, ‘I'm so happy to have seen it.’ It's 
net morbid, it’s not depressing. There are many 
laughs and -it’s full of humor and grace and 
adolescence and hope. Oh of course, it’s not ‘No 
Time for Sergeants’ or ‘My Fair Lady,’ but it is an 
exultant play. 


“How can the truth be depressing? And a 
sentence like, ‘In spite of everything I still be- 
lieve that people are really good at heart’—which 
Anne wrote in her diary—how can that be de- 
pressing?” 


Schildkraut points to the fact ‘that he is touring In 
the play as proof of his high regard for it. 


“Let's face it, I still have my hair but I'm not a kid 
any more,” he said. “Instead of spending my Sundays on 
trains, I could be relaxing in my beautiful home in Beverly 
Hills. But I consider it such an honor and a responsibility 
to play this remarkable gentleman that I want to take the 
play to every nook and cranny of our country. I'd like to 
play it in Little Rock.” 


TRAVELING -to every nook and cranny is not easy 
for the Schildkrauts. First of all, there are their chihuahua 
dogs. Once they traveled with seven but now there are 
only two, Cheeta (an abbreviation of Pancheeta) and Boy- 
chick (little boy.) Then there is his wife's dishes, cooking 
equipment, and stove, for Schildkraut's food tastes are not 
satisfied by commercial cookery. Here in St. Louls, the 
Schildkrauts have an apartment at the Forest Park Hotel 
and he devoted five minutes to an enthusiastic commer- 
cial and an equally scathing criticism of many other hotels. 


“Some of our so-called first class hotels in this coun- 
try are glorified, noisy, vulgar dumps with rotten food, 
drunks staggering in and out of elevators, and un- 
cleanliness everywhere,” he said. 


Schildkraut, his wife, and the chihuahuas may be 
taking off for Holland next year to do the movie version 
of the play. The obvious question of, “What next?” is 
asked the actor frequently and he admits “Anne Frank” 
will be hard to follow up. 


“No straight play could come after this,” he said. “I 
don't even consider this a play. It's a dramatized document, 
a 15-year-old girl succeeding where diplomats have failed, 

“in touching the conscience of the world. 


. “When people ask me what I intend doing next, I 
tell them I can do one of two things. Either retire and 
‘plant potatoes and live with my music, my wife, my dogs, 
and my garden. Or I can play the other end of the rain- 
bow and do a fast comedy of the craziest order. 


“Or,” he rubbed the top of his man-made bald spot, 
' and smiled happily, “I might have a chance to understudy 
Yul Brynner.”

There’s No Need to Fear Retirement 
By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


“RETIRE TO, NOT FROM.” 
That popular slogan is being 
acted upon by senior citizens in 
all parts of the continent. Let's 
hope it prevents such problems 
as I keep getting from my cor- 
respondents. 

“My mother, a healthy widow 
of 59, has come to live with us. 
She plans to do nothing the 
rest of her life,” Mrs. M. writes. 
“Since my father retired from 
his job, he has nothing to do 
except complain, and he’s mak. 
ing us all miserable,” Mr. O. 
tells me. These elder-agers are 
no doubt even more miserable 
themselves. What else could 
they do? What can anyone do, 
who reaches retirement age? 
With 10 or 20 good years ahead, 
there are three choices: 


> YOU CAN RETIRE. You're 
dropped fram the payroll. You 
have nothing to do—except to 
die, slowly. 


> YOU*CAN SEMI-RETIRE. 
More and more firms are dis- 
regarding the old compulsory 
age and letting employes stay 
on, frequently with lighter 
work to do, as long as they're 
productive. That's much better 
than retirement. 


> YOU CAN RETIRE TO, 
NOT FROM. In short, you can 
go into something else. You 
are not retiring from work but 
merely changing your work. 
Normally, of course, it will be 
to a lighter kind of work, and 
probably one that you have 
made for yourself. Let me cite 
a few illustrations from my 
correspondents: 


“I took up bookbinding” 
says Mr. Y. “I’ve always been 
a booklover, and from my 
point of view I've found an 
ideal occupation.

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Your Income Tax Bas 
Choosing Correct 
Taxpayer Class

YOU CAN SAVE MONEY by correctly choosing the 


taxpayer class into which you fall when making your 
out 
income tax return. sy 


Basically there are four classes of returns: 


1. The separate return. 
2, The joint return.

from their husband or 
wife. 

The separate return is 
for single taxpayers or 
those married taxpayers 
who prefer to file in- 
dividual returns. In prac- 
tically all cases married 
couples do better by fil- 
ing a joint return. How- 
ever, they must file sepa- 
rate returns if: 


1. Either the husband or wife was a nonresident alien 
at any time of the year. \ 


2. Husband and wife use different tax years. The hus- 
band, for instance, may report on a fiscal year basis such as 


from July I to June 30, while the wife pays taxes on a 
calendar year basis. 


3. The husband and wife became divorced or legally 


— at any time of the year, up to and including Dec. 


If the separate return is used, each individual must 


report his own income and list his own exemptions and 
deductions. 


If husband and wife file separately, both must 
have income under the laws of their state. Many 
states have community property laws where the 
wife has half the family income even though she ° 
earns nothing herself. In these states, where ex- 
penses are paid from community income, the de- 
ductions may be split equally between man and 
wife. In all cases where husband and wife file 
separate returns, if one itemizes the deductions, 
the other must ‘also itemize. ’ 


If you file separately you may use either the form 
1040 or the 1040A, depending on how you qualify. 


A HUSBAND AND WIFE may file a joint return and 
get the advantage of the lower tax rates even if one of them 
had no income during the year. Both husband and wife 
must sign the joint return, and it must include al) the in- 
come earned by both of them. You can file a joint return 
if you were married any time during the year, and re- 
mained married for the balance of the year. 


The joint return is a financial boon to most married 
couples because of the way the tax rate goes up as income 
increases—not because you pay on any less income. In 
effect, the joint income is split into two equal parts and the 
tax is found for one of the parts. The tax is then doubled. 
Your total tax, then, is the combined tax on the two halves, 
usually considerably smaller than it would be at the tax 
rate on the total income. 


If your husband or wife died anytime during 1957— 
even on the first day of the year—you can still file a joint 
return and claim an exemption for your deceased spouse. 
In general, you file just as you would have had your spouse 
lived through the year, 


If your husband or wife died during 1955 or 
1956 you still can get a tax break from Uncle Sam 
if you meet certain qualifications. That brings us 
te the special joint return for certain recént 
widows and widowers. 


This return cannot be filed on the short and 
easy form 1040A; you must use form 1040. On the 
return you claim only your own exemption and 
deductions, but you use schedule two on page 11 
ef the instructions in figuring your tax and thus 
you get the benefit of the split income provisions. 


Providing that your spouse died at anytime during 1955 
er 1956, you get this tax break if: 

You have not remarried through the end of 1957 (if you 
have, of course, you can file jointly with your new spouse); 
you were entitled to file jointly with the deceased spouse 
at the time of death ‘he or she was not a non-resident 
alien, etc.), and since that death you have maintained a 
home which is the principal living place of a child or 
stepchild for whom you are entitled to claim a dependency 
exemption. 


IF YOUR SPOUSE died earlier than in 1955, you may 
still get a tax break if you qualify as a special “head of 
household.” 

This return, which can be made only on the form 1040, 
is for single, divorced or legally separated persons who 
maintain a household. It also applies to anyone married 
during 1957 to a nonresident alien. 


If yow qualify as a “head of household” your tax bill 
will be lower than if you filed separately. Your special 
rates will be found in schedule three on page 11 of the 
instruction booklet that comes with form 1040. You will 
note that they are lower than those in schedule one for 
single taxpayers. 

These are the requirements you must meet: 

1. You must maintain a home which is the principal 
residence of your unmarried child, stepchild or grandchfid, 
even though not a dependent of yours, or any other relative 
whom you are entitled to claim as a dependent, or 

2. You must pay more than half the cost of maintaining 
g separate household for your mother or father, if either 
qualifies as your dependent. The test here is whether you 
pay more than half the cost of keeping the home, including 
such things as mortgage interest, rent, taxes, insurance on 
the home and the like.

WHEN I RETURNED to the 
United States from Moscow in 
February, 1950, I had finally 
crossed into.the dark under- 
world of Soviet espionage. It 
was a contradictory, almost un- 
real experience. For example, 
in the same afternoon (in 
Paris, Vienna or Zurich), I 


might talk to Alexander Korot- 
kov, chief of the foreign divi- 
sion of the Soviet secret po- 
lice; then I’d.have a conference 
with my “associate from Holly- 
wood,” who actually was a 
United States Government 
agent assigned to be as close 
as possible to me at all times. 


While the Soviet espionage 
system was often brilliant, it 
could, on the*same case be 
strangely inefficient. Typical of 
this is what I call “The Case 
of the Atomic Couple.” 


In October, 1950, Jack Soble, 
the Lithuanian’ secret-police 
agent turned United States 
citizen—and the head of my 
Soviet spy ring—came up with 
quite a coup. He had met a 
man with whom he had at- 
tended the University of Leip- 
zig in the 1920's. Soble said the 
man came from one of the 
wealthiest and most _ aristo- 
cratic families in Vienna, but 
had always been a strong Com- 
munist sympathizer. Soble had 
asked the Austrian million- 
aire to co-operate in helping 
him obtain important United 
States atomic secrets. The se- 
crets came from the Austrian’s 
sister-in-law and . brother-in- 
law,” naturalized American cit- 
izens who had worked in Las 
Alamos, N.M. 


Leonid Dimitrievitch Petrov, 
chief of United” States opera- 
tions in the foreign division of 
the GPU (secret police), was to 
go to Vienna to receive the 
secret information personally. 
However, Petrov had a woman 
friend in Prague, and he de- 
cided to make a detour to that 
city before meeting Soble and 
the Austrian. He missed his 
plane to Vienna—and his care- 
fully planned meeting with 
Soble. Soble stood waiting in 
a downpour of rain, carrying a 
sheaf of espionage reports that 
would have blown the lid off 
the entire Soviet intelligence 
system if he had been caught 
with them. Not only that, but 
the Austrian millionaire be- 
came upset over this appalling 
inefficiency and began to balk. 


WHEN I REPORTED THIS 
to the FBI, I was told that my 
top assignment was to find out 
the identies of the Austrian 
millionaire, the “atomic cou- 
ple,” or both. Again, it was a 
contradiction in the Soviet in- 
telligence system that enabled 
me to do it. For while Jack 
Soble was one of the most 
skilled professional spies in the 
world, he had three weak- 
nesses: (1) He liked to impress

me: (2) he liked vodka, and (3) 
he liked women. 


Gradually, I began to piece 
together the story. I wrote in 
the notes I kept: 


Oct. 6, 1950: Soble let slip 
the information he had re- 
ceived from the “atomic cou- 
They had photographs 
and location of the bunkers 
where United States atomic 
bombs are stored. They knew 
the exact number of atomic 
bombs in the United States, 
and they knew the produc- 
tion rate. 


Feb. 21, 1951: Soble came 
back to Paris from Vienna. 
To impress me, he said that 
he was going to have dinner 
on Monday with the finest 
and richest people he had 
ever met.. Soble told me 
that this man controls a 
large part of the celluloid 
business in Austria. Soble 
said that the man’s wife and 
her sister (the wife in the 
“atomic couple”) were both 
graduates and had Ph.D’s. 


March 3, 1951: Soble told 
me the American “atomic 
couple” were at the million- 
aire’s home the night he had 
dinner there. He told me 
that during the war, the cel- 
luloid man had lived in 
Vienna and the “atomic cou- 
ple” had lived in the United 
States. Now, he said, the 
“atomic couple” live in a 
villa on the outskirts of 
Vienna. 


May 9, 1951: Today, I met 
Soble in Zurich for a confer- 
ence. ... (During my coun- 
terspy years, I was moving 
constantly, all over Europe 
and between Europe and the 
United States.) He went 
with me to the railroad sta- 
tion from which my airport 
bus was to leave. While we 
waited for the bus, he met a 
very heavy man about 40 
years old. Soble embraced 
him, but did not introduce 
us. Later, Soble identified 
the man as the rich Austrian. 


June 10, 1951: I attended a 
party in Paris with Soble. 
He got very drunk and 
bragged about his friend, the : 
rich Austrian. To my amaze- 
ment, he suddenly blurted 
out his name—Low Beer. 
After I left the party, I ran 
as fast as I could to the 
Champs Elysees, where the 
two FBI agents were waiting 


for me. When I told them 
the name Low Beer, they 
were elated. 


MY INFORMATION helped 
the FBI to put a lot of pieces

together. In 1957, the New 
York Federal grand jury in- 
vestigating espionage sub- 
poenaed Dr. Henry Spitz and 
his wife, Beatrice — who had 
worked in New Mexico. They 
escaped prosecution by reap- 
plying, in Vienna, for Austrian 
citizenship, which they had re- 
linquished when they became 
American citizens in 1947. 


On July 29, 1950, I first 
found out about a plot to as- 
sassinate Premier Josip (Tito) 
Broz of Yugoslavia. I was sup- 
posed to meet my Soviet se- 
cret-police contact, Vitaly 
Tcherniavsky, in tne Prater 
Park in Vienna. His wife 
showed up instead. She was 
very excited. She said, “Vitaly 
has been detained on very im- 
portant, dangerous work.” 


The next day, the newspa- 
pers headlined the mysterious 
disappearance of three Yugo- 
slav officials from a train in a 
tunnel near Vienna. Later, I 
was told by the G.P.U. that 
the murders were an experi- 
ment to prepare for the as- 
sassination of Tito. 


In October, the Russians 
sent me to Yugoslavia. I was 
told to function as a United 
States movie producer inter- 
ested in Yugoslavian arts; 
actually, I was supposed to 
“case” the country. When I 
returned to Vienna, Tcher- 
niavsky made me write a 70- 
page report on my trip, which 
was forwarded to Moscow, 
One point interested him im- 
mensely—that I saw many 
Catholic priests who were trav- 
eling to Rome in connection 
with the dogma of the As- 
sumption of the Virgin Mary. 


BY NOW, Tcherniavsky had 
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the rudiments of the game from 
his sister Joan when he was six 
years old, Bobby spent the 
next seven years studying the 
game, playing with friends, and 

through foreign langu- 
age chess books to absorb the 
moves of classic games. Two 
years ago he entered his first 
big tournament, the United 
States junior championship, 
and won in a breeze. 

Not only in actual triumphs 
but in manner of play has 
Bobby earned the plaudits of 
the chess world, one of his 
victories bringing from the 
“Chess Review” the description 
as “The game of the century.” 
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The problems of this sport are 
his problems, during meals, 
while watching television and 
at his bedside where there is a 
permanent chess board with 
pieces arranged.

May 4, 1953: I met Yefi- 
mov’s boss, Christopher 
Petrosian, who told me that 
Yefimov is in a hospital re- 
covering from a nervous 
breakdown. He said that on 
a certain date in March, 
Yefimov was to execute 
some very secret and very 
dangerous person. All the 
machinery was in motion for 
the assassination when Pe- 
trosian got an urgent tele- 


phone call from Moscow, 
canceling the plot at all 
costs. Yefimov got word of 
this just 12 minutes before 
the murder was to take 
place. In those 12 minutes, 
Yefimov had managed to 
halt all the cogs in the com- 
plicated machinery set up 
for the assassination, but the 
strain of it had put him in a 
mental hospital. Petrosian 
said the Yefimov’'s life would 
not have been worth any- 
thing if he, Petrosian, had 
not stopped him from com- 
pleting the mission. Instead, 
Yefimov was promoted.

AT THIS TIME of ‘the year, 


thousands of lakes in North, 


America, Europe and Asia are 
frozen over. The ice may have 


a thickness of anywhere from | 


. a few inches to a yard. 


Most of those lakes contain 
fish, and in the spring (when 


the ice breaks up) fish will be’ 


swimming around. We may 
wonder how they can get along 
in the bitter winter weather. 


The ice serves as a protec- 
tion. Water freezes from the 
top down, The water below 
the ice is less cold, although 
it may be only a degree or 
two above the freezing point. 


Many fish are able to stand 
very cold water. One scientist 
made a series of tests on carp. 
He put electric thermometers 
inside their bodies, and found 
that they went to sleep at the 
point. They stayed 
alive until their inside temper- 
ature was almost two degrees 


* below zero Fahrenheit. 


Q. How do fish spend their 
time under the frozen surface 
of a lake?

Q. Is it true thata fish which 
is frozen in ice may be alive 
when the ice thaws? 


A. Yes, this has been ob- 
served many times. Special 
tests have shown that some fish 


will remain alive in a cake of 
ice for a week or 10 days. 
During that period they are 
above the “dying point” unless 
the inside of the body is frozen, 
They are in a complete state 
of rest, and get along without 
eating. A small store ef food 
exists in their bodies, and to 
the extent necessary, they draw 
on that food.
